For when fair weather and a warm Sun, the in- 
dulgence of heaven, and a long'tranquillity had made 
us fat and frolick,” ith and full; onrproſperity made 
us won, and our tiches i»ſolent ; we began to mur- 
mur we knew not why, and to complain becauſe we

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ſtock of our it nature, and the prrevrfevef of our huy- 
mours, and every /ittle occalion was fewel to the 
fire that was kindled in the diſtempered body ; Then 
it was the Government was invaded with malitious 
whiſpers, and Converticle preachments, with Lybels 
and invedtives, with inſolencies and tumults; and 
when Sedition ſtrengthened it felf by o:ſe and awm- 
bers, and by popular zeal, and talk of Reformation, it 
brake out into the higheſt irreverencies againſt the 
Kzng.of ever bleſſed memory, and the molt: violent: 
proceedings towards his Miniſters ; to the ead, that 
the meargf trees being removed, they. might have a 
full ſtroak at the Cedar. Nor did things ſtop here, 
but perks grew into mighty flames, and imall vapours 
into Thuynders and 1empeRs : murmurings'pait into 
the noiſe:of a 'Camp, and the clamours of the ſtreet 
came to be proclaimed by the found of a Trumpet : 
the Cloud like a hand quickly overſpread the Hea- 
vens,, and our ew lights fet us all on fire, The Pal- 
it ſoundedas much war as the Dram,and the Preacher 
ſi as much fire as the; Cannon :' Curſe ye Meroz was 
the Text, and bloud: and plunder the Comment and 
the V/e; Thus began our happy Reformation, and 
proceeded from Law to, Licentiouſneff, from. Religion 
to Phrenſie; from an happy Government to a wretched 
hurry, and; confuſion, and the progreff and the 'exd 
were ſutable to theſe beginnings. God was worſhipped 
with the Devils ſacrifices, humane bloud and ſlaugh- 
ter; andglorified by being fronted in his authority 
and laws. The Kg was honaured by the perſecu- 
tion of his perfon, and\ murder of his friends: ſub- 
wiſly addreſt to 10 the ſtile of the Rabble, and petitioned 
ia humble form. of Draws and Grawadoes ; —_—

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his Cities by theſhutzing of their Gates, and exter- 
tained in the Country with the g/ittering of Swords 
and the noiſe of War ; fought againſt for his defence, 
and his /fe' fought for the' preſervarios of the Ring, 
Thus happy were our Reformers in the twiſting contra, 
ajttions ; and they would be ſo indeed, conld they 
reconcile ove more, vis. that they are the good people, 
and ſure heirs of heaven, becauſe that the Apoſtle

-' But wearenot yetat the end of the line, the moſt 
fatal part of the 'ſtory is to come. Therefore after 
x0000 Butcheries and Devaſtations, miſeries and dil- 
orders which cannot be defcribed, but are always the 
events Of Civil war. Proſperous wickedneſs finally 
prevailed, the friends of Loyalty and Jofice were ſcat- 
tered and nets Hoh Majeſty is made a prey to the 
ſons of a Dunghil, and «ffi#ed 7nnocency falls into 
the hands of the hunters: and after he had been in- 
famouſly /o/d like a ſlave,” and impriſoxed like a vile 
matefaCtor ;- after that he had been raviſhed from his 
friends, blephem'd in his name, ang robbed of the En- 
figns of his dignity: after he had been zo up and 
down from one place to another, according as the de- 
figns and infoleweiey of his cruet Faylors ſhould call 
him : after he had been moc#4 by conditions of peace 
and terms of accommodation that were never meant; 
after that he had'miade -omrefions to all their demands, 
and for the fake of peeve and ſettlement of his Kjing- 
dens, had granted&'things that _ had never thi 
inſolence to ask* ter theſe, and 1000 inftances of 
barbariſm.and indignities more, that his cruel Perſe- 
cutors might tranſcend all OY of — 
2 that 
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that generations to come might honour them, as they 
did \ 4 High Court of Juſtice whereof Pontine Pilate 
was Preſident ; and that they might deſerve a deeper 
damnation than that threatned to bare Reſiſters, they 
ſummon their Soveraren to their Barr, and Try him 
by a company of petty fellows that calledghemſelves by 
a great name: they buffet him with their inſolent taunts, 
and bait him with the mercenary noile of Juſtice ;; like 
Crucifie him : they «pbraid him with their ops faults;and 
charge him with the gailt of that bloud which themſelves 
had ſpilt : that they might add the guilt of hzs to albrhe 
reſt. Which black Treaſon not to be thought on with- 
out horrour, nor named without a tear, they then ac- 
compliſht beyond any Precedent of former times, and 
perhaps behef of the future : contrary to their Aleg;- 
ance and their duty to Goa, .and their profeſion'to the 
people, tothe as of ' Laws and common Right. 
Therefore let the backeſt grief be upon the remem- 
brance of theſe works of Darkneſs, becauſe, thus fell 
a Prince; one of the beſt, the wi/eft,..and moſt generoxs, 
and. the moſt gracious that ever ſwayedtheſe Scepters ; 
he fel, and fell by violence, and: the violent hands of 
his owx, who ought to have ſacrificed their lives to 
the preſervation of his: He fell tothe ,diſboxour of 
God, to the grief of £000 men, to the /cardal of Re- 
ligion, ta the ſhame of Proteſtantiſm, to the overthrow 
of Government, and r#ize of the Nation. This is a 
Lamentation, and to all generations. ſhall be for a 
Lamentation : But O heavens, O Providence, muſt 
virtue be dethron'd, and villany be crown'd ? muſt 
vittory and ſucceſſ wait on Treaſon and Parricide, 
while :»famy dogs innocence to the grave ? mult the 
moſt righteous of Princes be the moſt miſerable of my.

its gilded banners ; and ſhall the wicked lift up their 
hands in an appeal-to heaven, and bring them down 
tothe Jeftruttion of the Juſt ? ſhall vil/any raiſe its 
head.to- the clouds' and meet no rhunderbolts there; 
white the devotions of the innocent return'wpon hin 
in ſtorms and flames ? Thus S#/e 'and- Narure' would 
complain on this occafion. ' But: Provadenee”is Julk, 
though we. are blind, proſperous villany crows and 
triumphs for 'a momext, but 'is covered: with ſhame 
and perpetual darktieſ$ in the iſſue, 'the ex" of things 
will difintangle Providence, atidireQifie all diſorders : 
then ſhall we ſee that «ftiFed virtue ſhoots up on the 
other ſide the grave, and ſends its branches intg' a 
flowing Paradiſe, 'whete wr fone be'proen arid ver- 
dant in an'erernul Spring; while every” tree that ivir- 
tue hath-not planted, thall: be roored up and'wither in 
a moment. ' This I thought'fit to ſuggeſt as an Apo- 
logy for Providence, leſt the ſucceſſes of the 'wicked 
_ misfortunes of the Juſt izi inſtances fo great and 
near might be Atheiſtically 'abuſed. Thus Tam ar- 
rived at the fir ff period of the miſeries the nation was 
then brought into by Refffance, which concluded tn 
the: r#ine and. defolation of Government ; and this 
run into all the-miſchiefs to which humane nature is 
obnoxious. For'Gaverwment is the great imtereſt of 
mankind; that which bounds our Paſſions, 'and-'ſe- 
cures our Rights; prevents confuſion and that —

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it opens the floudgates of impiety, and lets looſe the 
brats of extravagant imagination, it deſtroys the re- 
verence of all things ſacred, and drives virtue to cor- 
ners. Religion can't be heard in the noiſe of battle, 
but is trampled under foot in the hurry & the tumult ; 
Faith and Love, Humility and Meekneſs, Purity and 
Peace, are overcaſt and ſilenced by Atheiſm and Cru- 
elty, Pride and Barbariſm, Luſt and Revenge. Thus 
Rebellion by breaking up the foundations of the earth 
lets in a he/ſupon us, and brings in a kind of preſent 
damnation on the world; and that this is another fatal 
miſchief of Honor we have felt alſo by an experi- 
ence that will keep it in our memories what execu- 
tion 1t hath done on Religion. 

But now this is a zexder thing, and I am willing to 
keep my ſelf within bounds that are charitable and 
ſober, and therefore muſt premiſe what I have to ſay 
about it ; that I charge not the whole body of the 
people of hoſe times with the guilt of a// the follies 
and corruptions I deſcribe. I profeſs w#iver/a/ Cha- 
rity, and have perhaps wore for the worſt of them,than 
they generally will own for azy that are not of their 
own party or opinion. Therefore at preſent I ſhall 
ſay no more than what the ſober/and intelligent among, 
themſelves will acknowledge to be juſtly: chargeable 
upon ſome or other of the Sets- bred by thoſe diſor- 
ders: And this will be enough for my. purpoſe, 
which is only to prove by near and deplorable inſtan- 
ces, that Reſjtarce brings miſchiefs: on Religionz- and 
not to expole to hatred or conterript'the perſonrof. any 
that are /er70w54ti the-way of their profefſion,- chough 
T 'judg- it never 10" oby0x10us 'and 'miftakey, And 
having ſaid this out- of 'a zexder Charity,' that \none 
D may 
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may be wronged by miſiterpretation, nor any offend- 
ed that are not coxcern'd; I come with freedom to de- 
{cribe ſome of the Injuries their uahappy Reſitaxce 
hath done Religion, norwithftanding that both arms 
and tongues {0 highly pretended its defexce. And in- 
deed men fought for Religion till they had deftroyed 
it ; and diſputed about it till they had loft if, Multi. 
plicity of Opinions had quite confounded the Simplz- 
city of Life and Faith ; and 'twas molt peoples buli- 
neſs to chatter like Pyes, rather than to live like Chr. 
ftians, or like wen: as if Religion had been computed 
by mens zalk and diſputes about it, and thoſe /atrer 
days of the declining world had been its beſt, and this 
in its growth and ways of higheſt improveerent, when 
all things e/fe wete verging to their fatal fall and pe- 
zi0d, But alas, the Toywgwe was the moſt, if not the 
only Religious member : and many of the Pretenders, 
like the Agypriar Temples, were fair without, but 
Beaſts and Serpents and Crocodiles within ; or like 
the Bird of Paradiſe, they had wings to fhe in the 
clouds of 1mugination, but no feet to we/k on the 
ground of a virtuous praitice, Yea, ſome had found 
the way to _ to _—_ in * _ of their 
appetites, and to reconcile Covetouſneff, Rapine, Cruek 
ty, and Spiritual pride ; tothe glorious —_ of the 
Ek#, the people of God, the cheſe of Chriſt, and the 
good party. Religion with Rebelion, and Sacriledge 
with Sai»tſp:p ; theſe had learnt to be godly without 
gooaneff, and: Chriſtians without Chriflienity; ' theſe 
were lovers of God, yet were haters of tlieir Brothey : 
haters; of -epen  propharereſ, but not of Spiritual 
wickedneſs: very pious, though cyuet and vnjuſt: true 
penitents, though they returned to: their {5 as. ſoon 
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15 they had complained and wept : their hearts were 
good, thongh their aQions were difhoxeſt : and 
they had the roor of the matter in them, though 
that root were a dry ſtump, and had no branches : they 
were regenerated, but not reformed : Ronverted, but not 
a jot the berter : devout hearers, but bad neighbours: 
lovers of God, but no haters of Covetouſmeſs: Rad power 
in heaven, but none over themſelves: they were Gods 
ſervants, though they obeyed their apperztes, and his 
children, though no better than thoſe that they ac- 
counted of thezr father the Dewv:/, 

Thus had men got the knack to be Reljgiows, with- 
out Religion; and were in the way to be Feores with- 
out Salvation, This was one of the groſſeſt abuſes 
of Religion, that thoſe diſorders brought upon us: 
whereby it was taken from its foundation of virtue 
and holy hving, and placed in emotions, ' raptures agd 
{welhng rn of vanity : and when theſe had kin- 
dled the Imagination, and ſent the. Phancy into the 
clouds to flutter there: in myſtical nonſenſe; and 
when *twas mounted on the wings of the wind, and 
got into the Revelations to looſe the Seals ; pour out 
the Vialls, and fantaftically to interpret the falts of 
Kingdoms : when it flew into the Tongue in an ex- 
travagant Rabble, andabuled the name and word of 
God, mingling it with canting unintelligible babble : 
when the diſeafed-and diſturbed fancy thus varioufly 
difÞlayed itſelf, many made themfetves believe, that 
they wereadted by the Spirit; & that thoſe wild agitati- 


ons of ſick imaginations were divine motions : & when 


this'fire was defcenided from the Fancy/to'the Aﬀecti- 
ons, 'and theſe being exceeditigly moved by thoſe vain 
and proud-concelts, * caufed' Tremblings and Foam- 

as 2 ings, 
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10gs, . Convulſions and. Ecftaſies: in the body , ( all 
which are but natural diſeaſes, if not worſe, and juſt 
like thoſe odd ecſtatical motions of the Devels Prieſts 
when they come foaming from his A!tars) theſe the 
wild Phantaſticks had learn'd to aſcribe to the bleſſed 
and Adorable Spirit: and. when their . Fancies-'being 
full of rugged notions, and their bodies in an ecltalie, 
they dream'd of ſtrange ſights, voices, and wonder- 
ful diſcoveries, which were nothing but the unquiet 
agitations of their own diſordered brains : theſe alſo 
were taken for divine Revelations, and the effects of the 
Spirit of Goa, ſhewing itſelf miraculouſly. in them. 
Briefly,and in ſ\urmm ; Every humour and phantaſtick 
unaccountable motion was by ſome repreſented as the 
work of that Spirit, to which they are molt oppoſite. 
Thus when warm and, brisk ſanguine thoughts pre- 
ſented a chearful Scene,and fill'd the Imagination with 
pleaſant dreams, theſe were. divine ilapfss, the Joyes 
and Incomes of the Holy Ghoft ; when heated melan- 
lancholy had kindled the b»ſie and ative fazcy, the 
Enthuſiaſt talks of Iliminations, new. lights, Revela- 
tions, and many wonderful fine things, all aſcrib'd to 
the ſame Sprr/t : when iyegmpreval d, & had quencht 
the fantaſtick fire,rendring the mmad-maxmore dull and 
in uftive; then the Spirit was withdrawn, and the 
man under ſpiritual darkneſs and deſertion : when 
again, choler was blown-up into rage and fury againſt 
every thing which was not of the fond cut 4 Tea- 


fure: This allo was preſumed to be a fervour kindled 
by that Spirit,whoſe real fruits are gentleneſgand-Love z 
yet none here, I hope, will be ſo uncharitable and un- 
juſt as,to think I go. abgut to diſparage the Sprri# of 
God and its Influence, whichas I ought, I adore and 
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reverence; . therefore I think it fit to repreſent and 
ſhame the blaſphemous abuſes of it, which would ex- 
poſe the moſt divize things to ſcorn, and make them 
ridiculous : and that the 4/eſſed Spirit hath been thus 
traduc'd and injur'd, and is ftill by great numbers 
among us, it would be ſhameful not to acknowledge, 
and therefore my zeal and reverence for the Realities 
makes me thus ſharp and ſevere to the Counterfeits. 
Nor dolI think that folly and phantaſtry is to be fared, 
becauſe they. wear the ftolz Liveryof things Venerable 
and Sacred : Therefore to go'on, this was a kind of 
Religion that the corruption of it bred among us, a 
Religion conceived in the Imagination, and begot by 
Pride and Self-love, which gilded the profeſſion of it 
with all the g/or:0w names and priviledges of the 
Gopel ; and when they had encircled their heads with 
their own phantaſtick rayes, and ſwoln their Imagi- 
nations into a 7ympazy of ridiculous greatneſs, they 
ſcornfully contemned af but their: darling ſelves, 
under. the notion of the formal, the moral,, and the 
wicked ; and proudly pttied the poor and carnal world, 
viz, allthat were not of. their conceited pitch and ele: 
vation. And having thus dignihed "4s and de- 
baſed athers, they herded together, drew the. Church 
into their little corners, and withdrew. from, the Com- 

munion Of others, who had leſs conceit' though «more 

Chriſtianity; they bid us ſtand; off, . Jeſt. we ſhould 

have polluted them: by our unhallowed approaches ; 

and having made us as the Heathen and: the Publican, 

they cryed, Come out from among them. The True 

Church, ſoundneſs of Judgment, purity of Dotrine and 
of worſhip ( if men would believe them ) was confined 


to, their Gag, juſt as. they, were. to the corners. of 
| Africa: 
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Africa of old, when their friends the Doxati/ts weve 

there; thus did they ſwell and ſwagger in their. Inas- 

ginations, till ſome other SeCt as 'well conceited as 

themſelves-endeavoured to take their p/umes from them 

and to appropriate their g/orious prerogatives to their 

own party; and then they bultled and contended : 
Here's the Ch»rch,faith one ; nay but *cis here cry'd an- 

other, till a third gave a Lye to them both ; and then 
the ſcuffle grows warm of pride againſt hypocriſie, the 
ſelf-conceit of one Sett againſt the pride of azother, and 
all againſt ſobriety and truth. This among ſome was 
the power of godlinefi, this the ſpirituality of Religion, 
under pretence of which all reverence to things Sa- 
cred was deftroy'd ; for when this Spirit was got into 
the Pu/pzt, and ſet up the cry of the purity & ſpirituality 
of Worſhip, it-never left Canting on the Subject. till 
mens tongues and minds were fired againſt every mat- 
ter of decency and order, as formal and Antichriftian, 
And fo far had it prevail'd, as to drive thoſe of warm 
affettions and weak-heads, from all due external reve. 
rence to' Godand all holy things : and theſe welk-mean- 
ing people being frighted with the terrible noiſe of 
Popery, Superſtition, and Antichriſtianiſm ( things 
theyhad learn'd tohate,but not tounderftand) boggled 
and flew off from every thing their f#ri0us guides had 
mark'd with theſe abhoyred charadFers, thoughit were 
never {o 7znocent and becoming. And thus a rude 
and flovenly Religion made its way 1nto the- world, 
and ſuch a fordid careleſneſs in matters of Divine wor- 
ſhip, that ſhould a ſtranger have come into the Aſſem- 
blies that were ated by this Spirit, he would not have 
mmagined what they had been doizg ; and that they 
were about holy offices would: perhaps have been one 
| of 
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of the laft things in his conjeture. Thus bold and 
faucy talk crept into mens prazeys, under pretence of 
holy-familrarity with God; nauſeous impertinent g4b- 
berifh, under the notion of praying by the Spirit ; and 
all kind of irreverences in external demeanour, under 
the ſhelter of a pretended ſupernatural worſhip. Thus 
had men ſubtilized Relizzoz till they had deſtroyed it, 
made it firft ;#viſiv/e,and then nothing. 

And now to gatherupall, Re/igioz being thus mul- 
tiplied, corrupted and debauched, being made the 
game of the Tongue, and the frolick of Tmagination ; 
phanteftick 1n its Principles, ſordid in its Pratices ; 

zrared from the form of a virtuous life, and made 
to ſerve the ends of Pride and Avarice ; what was 
like to follow, according to the nature and order of 
things, but Atheiſm and contempt of all Religion? and 
when one faith, Heres Keligion, and another, There's 
Religion, andathird will certainly ask, Where's Reli- 
giop, and what's Religion. When the heathen deities 
were ſo multiplied that every thing was made a God, 
Protag. Diag. and others firſt began to queſtion, and 
next to affirm that there was none. Religions have 
been »/tiplied in our days, as much as goas in theirs ;, 
and we have ſeen much of the ſame fatal event and 
iſſue; they made their gods contemptible and vile by 
deifying things that were ſo, and we had no leſs de- 
tracted from the credit of Religion by' bringing it 
down to things of the loweſt and vileſt rank and na- 
-rure ; our [do/;zed opinions were no better than their 
Garlick and Onions ; the diſeaſes of the »nind, phrenfie 
and Enthuſiaſm, which our days have worſhipped, wete 
no better than thoſe of the body which they adored, 
and they never raiſed 4ay to worſe vices than Rebe/- 


Yong 
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lion, fraud and violence, which our age hath hallowed 
and made Sacred, and that notwithſtanding all the 
glorious pretenſions of thoſe times, Religion was among 
many taken off all its foundations, and the world pre- 
pared for Atheiſm. The follies and diviſions of one 
Age, make way for Athei/mz in the next. Thus alſo 
briefly of the condition of our Relze7oz. 

And thus I have ſhewn how much Reſifance of the 
Authority that 1s over us is againſt our Duty and our 
Intereſt, the former. God hath plainly told us, and the 
latter we have ſadly felt : It remains now, that I add a 
word or two to the preſent occaſion and ſo conclude. 
And have theſe very men,and this very FaCtion,drawn 
the Sword of Rebellion upon the ſame pretences, fears 
and jealouſies of Popery, and a Reformation in mat- 
ters of Religion,and to fight for the Proteſtant Religion ? 
. What! fohe for what we already enjoy, and bleſſed 
be God, 1 all its glorious priviledges, in its Do&rine 
and in its Diſcipline? Our Church doors ſtand wide 
open, -and Aarors bells Ring all in: we enjoy it, and 
we ſhall enjoy_it, - we have the word of a King 
for it: and of ſuch a King whole veracity we may 
boaſt of to all nations in that he was never leſs than 
his word: and we have the word of God for it, who 
is King of Kzjngs, who will never forlake that Chnreh 
and People whoare truly Loyal to him; and his YVice- 
gerent, Let your Conrage then be an{werable to the 
Juſtice of your Cauſe : with what heart can a Traite- 
rows Rebel appear in the Field, who dying without re- 
pentancelinks immediately into eternal flames? when 
to thoſe that fight the Lord's battle ( that is, ' for their 
King, their Lawful Soveraizn who is his Viceroy, his 
Azointed, bus Servant, as T have ſhewed you) Death 

is 
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to them 'the harbinger of their happineſs, - their 
fouls winged with Loyalty and Obedience flye into the 
Atms of an i»finite Mercy. God never ſtandethNeu- 
ter, 1n every fight his Sword is drawn, and that 
Army is {ure to carry the vi&ory wherein Heaven hath 
its Aaxiliaries ; 1f God be for us who can be againſt 
us? if Omnipotence lead the Van, victory muſt needs 
bring up the Rere. Let this then be your comfort-and 
canſe of rejoycing, that your cauſe is Gods cauſe; be 
not then diſmaid at their power and malice, but ſtand 
up againſt them with a good courage. For he that 
helpeth you is 2»fin:itely fronger than they ; you fight 
under his Colours, his Banners, and ſhall enjoy his 
Protection, and not only eſcape the cruel darts of your 
adverſaries, but even tread them under your feet. 
The Lord will fight for us, we ſhall not go with haſt 
and diſorder againſt our ' enemies, nor fly from them, 
Ifa. 52.12. Noneſhall tand againſt us and proſper, their 
ſecret Counſels ſhall be confounded, they ſhall fear us and 
fly from us, weſhall chaſe them, five of you ſhall 'chaſe a 
hundred, an hundred of youſhall put ten thouſand' to flight, 
Lev.26.7,8. The wicked fly when no man purſueth. And 
thus it is, that God” entreth into a League Offenſive 
and Defenſive with his people. Let us then by our 
earneſt prayers for his Afiſtance, and our coarage and 
undaunted reſolution in our Soveraigns cauſe ingage 
God in our Qxerre/; that he may ſay to us,as Ruth did 
to Naomi, Whither thou goeſt I will go, and where 
thou lodgeſt I will lodge ; Thy Armies ſhall be my 
Armies, and thy enemies ſhall be my enemies. When 
thou entreſt the Liſts with thine enemies, I will 
come down and be thy Second, when thou marcheſt 
E into 
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into the battle, I will be thy Captain General, I will 
make bare mine arm to ſave thee, and arm Omnipo- 
tence to ſuccour thee, I willarm my felf with Thum- 
derbolts of vengeance to diſcharge upon the heads of 
thine enemies ; let us thus izgage God to become our 
Confederate, our friendand Aly ; and then will all his 
Attributes be up 1n arms againit them that fight againſt 
us; his Al ſufficiency that fed and clothed them, will 
ſtrip and ſtarve them ; his Providence that was their 
Caterer ſhall turn their deſtroyer, and his Ownipotence 
their Life-ez#ard become their Executioner ; he will 
turn their wiſdom into folly, and their Courage into 
Cowardiſe: and thus will he diſmantle all bloud- 
guilty Rebels, and lay them open to the juſt fury and 
revenge of his friends, and their enemies; difarmi 
their Courage, and diſappointing their cunning, a 
making the ſtrong to turn their backs, or fink down 
at the feet of his and their enemies; making their own 
Swords to paſs through their ova bowels, that we 
may all joyn with the Kingly Prophet, P/a/. 3. 6, 
7. Ariſe, O Lord, ſave me O my God, for thou-haſt 
ſmitten all mine enemies upon the Cheek-bone; thou ha 
broken the teeth of the ungodly. I mill not be afraid of 
ten thouſands of people that have ſet themſebves againſt 
me round about. And remember this, above all, that 
he abhors Neuters or indifferent perſons, my people ſball 
come willingly: and our bleſſed Saviour faith, he thet 
is not for ws is againſt us. Yothat here's no room for 
a paſſive Loyalty, but only an «#7ve Obedience. 
W hen the flames of a cavi# war brake out in Rowe, 
Pompey laid, that he would reckon Neuters and 7#- 


different men 1n the number of hisenemies, and _ 
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with them accordingly.” And thoſe that' do not 
aQtvally appear againſt the Rebels as well as they can, 


but wait to fall in with them if they prevail, are Re- 


bels already : They would"think the Preacher rude, 
if he ſhould ſay they are not Chriſtians; when there 
are no more 4iſloyal Chriſtians in' the world, than 
there are honeſt telons, or zn»ocent murtherers. And 
is not this the very ſeaſon for every man that fears 
God and honours his Kjng, to ſhew his readineſs and 
courage, his Loyalty and his Love to his Prince; ( who 
is the care of heaven) and whom God /ong preſerve 
in peace and proſperity to Rule and to Reign over us, and 
ſtrengthen him that he my vanquifh and overcome all 
his exemies : and letus bleſs God, that he hath thought 
us worthy of ſo gracious a Prince : a Prince who is 
every way great and ; and who 1s kind to us 
'to the utmoſt of our wiſhes, which paſt ages have 
not known, and future will ſooner admire than be- 
lieve : and whoſe Wiſdom, Juſtice, and Mercy (to 
thoſe that endeavour to'deſerve it) ; whoſe Munih. 
cence and Magnanimity ; whote Bravery and Con- 
dut, in a thouſand occaſions hath been ſhew'n 
at Land, Thofe terrible ations upon the Br+- 
tiſþ Ocean, voluntarily expoſing his iſluſtrious life 
to the moſt hazardous and.dreadful of all'cornbats and 
dangers, to preſerve, nor only the repxratzon, but the 
Juſt domimion'of thee Set, for the intereſt and glory of the 
Engliſh 2am and zation. A Prince whofe Royal vit- 
tues, and Royal ments entitke him to rhe Crown a- 
bove all others ; if he had not been born to it. All 
which his Excellencies, and infinitely more, illuſtrate 
themſelves to the world, and need no recounting.

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But becauſe the Rebels now in arms, colour their hor- 
rid Treaſon, and animatethe giddy multitude, by poy- 
ſoning their AfeQions with curſed Inſinuations ; and 
by blackning their Lawful-Soveraign with unjuſt re- 
fleations, and molt falſe and moſt injurious Aſper- 
ſions; TI think it my duty to refell- and explode the 
monſtroſity of their Treaſonable pretenſions and 
practices : which Clouds. of Rebellion can be no way 
_ diſpers'd, than by the Sun-beams of Majeſty 
it ſelf. 

And.thus let us ſhew our /ove to the Kirz, and our 
readineſs to ſerve him. in this great ation, by ſub- 
jeting our ſelves fr/# unto God whole Yzceroy he is. 
And we may be afſured, that they that will not be 
Loyal to the aniverſal Lord of all the world, can 
ſcarce poſſibly. be fo to their particular Soveraign. 
And 'twill need a great deal of Charity to help 
us to believe that they who make no Scruple to 
ſtand Newters in Gods, cauſe, and to break eyen the 
plaineſt and moſt earneſt, and moſt expreſs of his 
Laws, which command to ſecure and defend the 
Rights of our Prizce, willbe withheld by conſidera- 
tions of Daty or Conſcience from Rebeliing againſt 
their King, or affronting his, whea there's any power- 
ful intereſt to oblige them. to it. 

If therefore we. would give any evidence of a tho- 
row obedience at preſent, or any ſecurity of a future 
Loyalty ;. let usdo ſo by uſing all holy endeavours in 
the ſizcerity of our ſouls, to ingage heaver on our (ide ; 
and then there will -be hope that the Authority of God 
may oblige us to S_—_ our /&ves and our fortunes 
in the detence of his M;z»ifter, wholly aiming to _ 
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his Raign, ſafe, eaſie and proſperous ; and in doing fo 
we ſhall be bleſt with his Influence, and delerve his 
Prote@t1on. 

And thus behaving > wm ſelves Avith Bravery, 
Cnr and Conduct, anſwerable. to the goodneff and 
juſtice of your | ms Maſters cauſe; your Enemies 
ſhall be ſubdued under ye, or flye. before ye, and 
peace ſhall be again eſtabliſhed in our Borders, and 
God, even our own God ſhall give us his bleſſing ; his 
TY; ing of peace ; And thus fighting for' peace, :demean- 
ing our {elves like Profeſſors of the Goſpel, of peace, 
and Subjeits of the Prince of peace ; the peace he left 
with his Diſciples, will be with us here, and ever- 
| laſting peace will encircle our heads: with 7ayes of 
Glory 1n the Kzngdom of Peace..
